Our brave colonel, 
and acting briadier Hans. C. Hog, was 
kilted. Our division commander said he 
lost his beat and '.bravest ofliccr. He was 
much beloved by his regiment and brigade, 
and his death was a great loaa to the army 
and country.

Last Night's Report, 


CAIRO, Oct. 14. 


Special to the Chicago Journal.—I have 


tlie Memphis Bulletin of tho evening of the
